STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance in view of the cited 
prior art: the prior arts fail to disclose or reasonably teach of a dental appliance including, inter 
alia, a base locating inside of an arch of teeth and an arch wire coupled to the base and extends 
around an outer periphery of the teeth with no interconnection between the arch wire and base 
existing intermediate the set of teeth; and bent portions of wire on each side of the base so as to 
allow flexure of the bent portions of wire between the base and the set of teeth" in combination 
with the elements set forth in the claims. Applicant's arguments filed 07/10/2009 regarding 
Chikami are persuasive.
